The  Report  is  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  recent 
years,  but  I  have  inserted  at  the  end  certain  tables 
giving  statistics  for  the  District  which  have  been  ab¬ 
stracted  from  the  tables  published  in  the  Report  on  the 
Census  of  1921,  and  which  I  think  will  interest  you. 

The  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  on  the 
work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  during  1923  is  in¬ 
cluded  at  the  end  of  this  report.  It  was  prepared  by  the 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officer.

Annual  Report  for  1923. 
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f. — Genera!  Statistics. 


The  population  of  the  district  at  the  Census  of  1911 
was  27,750,  viz.: — 14,143  males  and  13,607  females. 
The  population  at  the  Census  of  1921  was  31,558,  viz.  :  — 
16 , 146  males  and  15,412  females,  an  increase  of  2,003 
males  and  1,805  females,  a  total  of  3,808  in  the  10  years. 


The  Registrar-General  has  furnished  an  estimate  of 
the  population  at  the  middle  of  1923,  which  puts  the 
figures  at  32,700,  and  this  has  been  used  for  the  calcula¬ 
tion  of  the  various  rates. 


The  number  of  buildings  containing  dwellings  on 
the  night  of  the  Census  was  5,738,  made  up  of  5,189 
private  dwelling  houses,  124  blocks  of  flats,  387  shops, 
and  38  other  buildings — of  these  78  were  unoccupied  on 
census  night,  and  two  were  occupied  by  caretakers  only ; 
the  124  blocks  of  flats  contained  249  separate  dwellings, 
so  that  there  were  5,772  dwellings  occupied  out  of  a 
total  of  5,850.  These  5,772  were  occupied  by  6,915  sepa¬ 
rate  families,  as  follows:  4,719  occupied  by  1  family; 
976  occupied  by  2  families,  and  77  by  3  or  more  families. 

The  Rateable  value  of  the  District  was  £220,373, 
and  the  product  of  a  penny  rate  about  £800.  The  area 
of  the  District  is  3,859  acres. 

At  the  end  of  the  Report  I  append  some  tables  ex¬ 
tracted  from  the  Census  returns  giving  various  Statistics 
with  regard  to  the  District:  —

IS. — Vita!  Statistics. 

Births. 

595  births  were  registered  in  the  District,  viz :  — 
303  males  and  292  females.  The  Registrar-General  has 
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supplied  a  return  showing  the  nett  number  of  births  be¬ 
longing  to  the  District  as  623,  viz.  : — 318  males  (includ¬ 
ing  7  illegitimate),  and  305  females  (including  10  illegi¬ 
timate)  . 

The  number  of  still  births  during  the  year  was  14, 
viz.  : — 6  males  and  8  females. 

The  Birth  rate  for  the  year  was  19.05,  as  compared 
with  19.88  for  the  previous  year,  and  19.7  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District 
was  190.  The  nett  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the 
District  after  deducting  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to 
other  districts,  and  adding  those  of  persons  belonging 
to  the  district  who  died  in  other  areas  was  263,  viz.  :  — 
132  males,  and  131  females.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of 
8.04  as  compared  with  10.62  last  year,  and  11.6  for  Eng¬ 
land  and  Wales. 

One  woman  died  from  puerperal  sepsis,  but  there 
were  no  deaths  from  other  diseases  or  accidents  of  preg¬ 
nancy  and  parturition. 

Table  II  shows  ages  at  death  and  causes  thereof. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of 
age  was  25  (including  2  illegitimate). 

The  Infantile  mortality  rate  was  40.12,  compared 
with  63.66  for  the  previous  year,  and  69  for  England 
and  Wales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  legitimate  children 
was  37.95,  and  for  illegitimate  children  117.64. 

* 

The  rate  of  40.12  is  by  far  the  lowest  ever  attained 
in  the  district,  the  nearest  approach  was  in  1919,  when 
the  rate  was  56.71,  while  in  1916  the  rate  was  58.04. 

Eor  the  ten  years  1895  to  1904,  the  Infantile  Mor- 
tality  rate  averaged  about  130,  reaching  its  highest 
point  in  1898,  when  it  was  200 ;  since  1904  there  was  a 
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gradual  progressive  decrease  till  1912,  when  the  rate 
was  GO.  During  the  years  of  the  war  the  rate  fluctuated 
between  91  and  58,  and  since  the  armistice  it  has  varied 
from  G9  to  its  present  figure  of  40.12. 


This  decrease  has  coincided  with  a  general  decrease 
all  over  the  country:  whether  any  further  decrease  can 
be  effected,  or  whether  this  reduction  can  be  maintained 
is  problematical.  There  must  be  an  irreducible  mini¬ 
mum,  if  so,  have  we  reached  it? 


The  earlier  reduction  took  place  before  any  Child 
Welfare  work  was  started  in  the  district,  and  must  be 
attributed  to  the  general  improvement  of  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  in  the  district,  together  with  a  better  standard 
of  education  in  the  mothers.  The  later  reduction  is  at 
any  rate  in  part  due  to  the  Child  Welfare  work  of  the 
past  6  or  7  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Measles  was  1,  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough  none,  and  from  Diarrhoea  (under  two  years 
of  age)  2.  Table  III  shows  the  nett  deaths  from  stated 
causes  at  various  ages  under  one  year.

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  has  been  a  decided  de¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  deaths  at  each  age  period  with 
the  exception  of  that  at  65  years  and  over. 
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1 1 1 . — Notifiable  Diseases. 


There  were  618  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
during  1923,  viz.  : — Scarlet  Fever  164,  Diphtheria  24, 
Enteric  Fever  5,  Pneumonia  30,  Erysipelas  7,  Puerperal 
Fever  2,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  3,  Encephalitis  Leth- 
argica  2,  Acute  Poliomyelitis  2,  Tuberculosis  of  Lungs 
44,  other  forms  10,  Dysentery  1,  and  Chicken  Pox  324. 

Chicken  Pox  was  notifiable  until  June  8th  only,  hav¬ 
ing  been  made  notifiable  in  December,  1922,  for  6 
months  owing  to  the  occurrence  of  Small  Pox  in  adja¬ 
cent  districts. 

Table  IV  shows  the  notifications  received  during  the 
year,  giving  the  ages  of  the  persons  affected,  and  Table 
Y  shows  the  deaths  from  Infectious  diseases. 

Th  ree  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  noti¬ 
fied  and  kept  under  observation — all  recovered  without 
damage  to  the  eyes. 

Five  deaths  of  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  two  of  those  suffering  from  other 
forms  occurred  in  patients  who  had  not  been  notified, 
making  a  total  of  7  out  of'  28  deaths,  equal  to  25  per  cent. 

Letters  are  written  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  cer¬ 
tifying  the  cause  of  death  in  these  cases  drawing  theii 
attention  to  the  fact  that  notification  had  been  omitted, 
and  during*  the  year  a  circular  was  sent  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  all  practitioners  in  the  country  emphasizing 
the  need  for  early  notification. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis 
was  114— but  of  these  only  54  were  fresh  cases,  viz.  :  — 
44  Pulmonary  and  10  Noil-Pulmonary — the  remainder 
being  duplicates  of  previous  notifications.  Of  the  latter 
28  were  on  Form  0,  and  29  on  Form  D,  that  is,  notifica¬ 
tions  of  admission  to,  or  discharge  from,  Institutions 
taking  in  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

Table  VI  shows  ages  of  fresh  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified,  and  also  ages  at  death. 
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IV.  — Causes  of  Sickness. 

There  lias  been  no  specially  noteworthy  cause  of 
sickness  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

V.  — Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals  and  other  Insti¬ 

tutions  available  for  the  District. 

(a)  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home — General. 

Various  nursing  associations  maintain  3  District 
Nurses  in  the  district,  and  their  services  are  largely 
made  use  of.  These  are  not  subsidised  by  the  Local  Au¬ 
thority,  but  a  small  weekly  contribution  is  collected 
from  the  members  of  the  Associations  by  voluntary 
workers. 

(b)  Midwives. 

There  are  seven  midwives  practising  in  the  district, 
none  of  whom  are  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 
There  are  also  three  midwives  employed  by  the  Local 
Authority  in  their  Maternity  Home,  but  these  do  not

work  outside  the  Home. 

(c)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

School  Clinic. 

There  is  a  School  Clinic  maintained  in  connection 
with  the  School  Medical  Service,  where  treatment  for 
minor  ailments,  dental  and  visual  defects,  and  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids  is  carried  out.  A  full  account  of  the 
work  done  in  these  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  Local  Authority  maintain  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic, 
and  two  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  conducted  every  Tuesday 
morning  at  10.30  a. m.  by  Dr.  J.  Hardie,  Deputy  Medi¬ 
cal  Officer  of  Health.  During  1923  the  number  of  at¬ 
tendances  was  201,  made  by  88  expectant  mothers.  The 
Clinic  was  open  on  48  occasions,  with  an  average  attend¬ 
ance  of  4.2. 
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The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  for  Erith  was  open  48 
times,  2,194  attendances  were  made,  an  average  of  44.77, 
The  Centre  for  Belvedere  was  open  the  same  number  of 
times,  and  1,601  attndances  were  made,  an  average  of 
33.35. 

The  Health  Visitors  assist  at  each  of  these  Clinics, 
and  in  addition  paid  3,906  visits  to  homes  during  the 
year. 

The  Council  also  provide  a  Dental  Clinic  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  their  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work. 
This  is  held  on  alternate  Wednesday  afternoons,  67  at¬ 
tendances  were  made,  and  assistance  was  granted  in  two 
cases  in  the  provision  of  dentures  for  nursing  or  expect¬ 
ant  mothers. 

The  Council  also  have  a  scheme  for  the  supply  of 
milk  in  necessitous  cases  to  children  under  3  years  of 
age,  and  to  expectant  or  nursing  mothers.  This  scheme 
has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  is 
based  on  an  economic  scale.  During  1923,  under  this 
scheme  70,439  pints  of  milk  were  supplied  to  applicants 
either  free  or  at  half-cost,  and  in  addition  2,166  packets 
of  dried  m  ilk. 

The  number  of  applicants  gradually  diminished 
from  350  in  January  to  154  in  September,  but  rose  again 
to  172  in  D  ec  ember. 

In  addition  Dried  Milks,  Lactagol,  Virol,  and  Malt 
and  Oil  are  retailed  at  the  Centres. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

A  Dispensary  provided  by  the  Kent  County  Coun¬ 
cil  is  established  in  Pier  Hoad,  Erith,  and  is  open  twice 
a  week.  It  is  largely  attended  by  those  in  the  district 
suffering  from  any  form  of  the  disease. 

No  Day  Nursery  nor  V.D.  Clinic  is  established  in 
the  district,  but  the  V.D.  Clinic  at  Hartford,  established 
by  the  Kent  County  Council,  is  available  for  this  area. 

(d)  Hospitals  Provided  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Maternity, 

A  small  maternity  home  with  5  beds  and  1  isolation 
or  observation  bed,  is  provided  by  the  Council  at  “  Hair- 


ault,"  Eritli.  It  is  staffed  by  3  Midwives,  with  the 
necessary  domestic  staff;  during  1923,  79  patients  were 
admitted  for  their  confinements.  No  maternal  deaths 
occurred,  but  there  were  4  still  births,  and  one  prema¬ 
ture  infant  died  5  hours  after  birth. 

No  case  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  occurred  in  the  home. 

Fever. 

The  Sanatorium  at  Little  Heath  is  provided  for  Infec¬ 
tious  Diseases.  There  are  52  beds,  available  for  Scarlet 
Fevef,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever. 

The  staff  consists  of  Matron,  Charge  Nurse,  4  As¬ 
sistant  Nurses,  and  2  Probationers,  with  the  necessary 
domestic  staff,  Laundress  and  Porter.

During  the  year  106  swabs  were  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory  at  Maidstone.  Of  these  40  proved  to  be 
positive,  64  negative,  and  two  doubtful. 


Small  Pox, 

No  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority,  but  arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  such 
cases  are  sent  to  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  Hos¬ 
pital  at  Joyce  Green. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  have  provided  a  Sanatorium  at 
Lenham,  and  under  their  arrangements  various  Sana¬ 
toria  and  Hospitals  in  different  parts  of  the  country  are 
available  for  patients  from  this  district. 
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(e)  Other  Hospitals. 

There  is  a  local  Cottage  Hospital,  with  12  beds,  in 
the  District,  available  for  accidents  and  other  cases,  it 
is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 

Continuous  effort  during  1922  and  1923  has  resulted 
in  raising  sufficient  funds  to  justify  the  building  of  a' 
new  Hospital,  and  towards  the  end  of  1923  its  erection 
w as  co mm e n c e d . 

In  addition  many  residents  avail  themselves  of  the 
facilities  afforded  by  the  various  General  and  Special 
Hospitals  in  London. 

There  is  no  local  institutional  provision  for  un¬ 
married  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  and  homeless 
children. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

A  Motor  Ambulance  is  provided  solely  for  removal 
of  Infectious  Cases,  and  can  be  called  by  telephone  at 
any  time. 

(b)  For  Non-lnfectious  and  Accident  Cases. 

Two  ambulances,  a  Ford  and  an  Albion,  are  avail¬ 
able  for  these  cases.  They  are  kept  at  the  Fire  Station, 
and  are  immediately  available  when  called;  the  service 
is  carried  out  by  the  members  of  the  Fire  Brigade,  who 
are  all  competent  to  render  First  Aid  in  cases  of  acci¬ 
dent. 

During  1923  these  two  Ambulances  made  482  jour¬ 
neys,  conveying  patients  to  the  various  London  and  local 
Hospitals,  or  to  and  from  addresses  in  the  district. 

V I . — Laboratory  Work. 

The  Kent  County  Council  have  at  Maidstone  a 
County  Laboratory  to  which  various  pathological  and 
bacteriological  specimens  may  be  sent  for  examination 
by  medical  men  practising  in  the  district.  Each  medi¬ 
cal  man  is  supplied  with  outfits  for  taking  the  necessary 
specimens,  which  are  forwarded  to  Maidstone  for  exami- 
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nation,  and  the  result  of  this  is  sent  both  to  the  medical 
practitioners  and  to  me,  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
A  fresh  outfit-  is  at  the  same  time  sent  to  the  medical 
man.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  1922  a  new  Sewer  was  laid  near  Belvedere 
Station  for  draining  houses  built  on  the  Marsh  in  that 
area,  which  up  till  that  time  had  been  drained  into  cess¬ 
pools.  During  1922  twenty-five  houses  were  connected 
to  this  sewer,  and  during  1923,  34  more  were  so  con¬ 
nected.  There  are  now  only  a  few  houses  unconnected 
for  which  the  sewer  is  available. 

A  new  Sewer  was  also  laid  during  1923,  to  take  the 
drainage  of  houses  in  Woolwich,  Pinewood,  Burcharboro 
and  West  Heath  Hoads  in  the  upper  portion  of  Abbey 
Wood;  46  houses  which  formerly  drained  into  cesspools 
have  been  connected  to  this  sewer. 

Another  new  Sewer  has  also  been  commenced  on  the 
Erith  Marshes,  with  a  view  to  connecting  up  some  of 
the  factories  situated  there. 

A  full  description  of  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Out¬ 
fall  Works  has  been  given  in  previous  reports. 

There  are  no  privy  middens  in  the  district,  but  8 
houses  have  earth  closets  only,  these,  however,  cannot 
he  drained  into  any  of  the  sewers.

These  schools  provide  accommodation  for  6,818 
scholars.  The  number  on  the  roll  is  5,546,  with  an  aver¬ 
age  attendance  of  5,100. 

These  schools  are  mostly  of  modern  type,  and  are 
well  situated  as  regards  their  open-air  spaces  and  play¬ 
grounds.  Their  sanitary  conveniences  and  lavatories  are 
efficient  and  in  good  order. 

The  heating  and  lighting  of  the  schools  is  of  a 
varied  character,  some  of  them  being  fitted  with  electric 
lighting  and  others  with  incandescent  burners  and  gas. 
Open  stoves  are  mostly  used  for  heating  purposes. 

The  schools  have  been  visited  frequently  during  the 
year  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  and  any 
defects  have  been  reported  to  you. 

Medical  Inspection. 

The  Board  of  Education’s  Schedule  is  followed  at 
the  Routine  Medical  Inspection  of  the  children.  Four 
groups  of  children  are  medically  examined  at  the  follow¬ 
ing  ages  :  — Entrants,  5  lo  6  years,  8  years  old,  11  years 
old,  and  13  years,  or  leavers.  There  is  no  disturbance  or 
interference  with  the  general  work  of  the  school.  The 
Head  Teacher  generally  provides  a  suitable  room  for  the 
inspection,  and  is  present  together  with  any  parent  who 
has  attended. 

The  total  number  of  children  inspected  w^as  2.188. 
(See  Table  I.) 
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Findings  of  the  SVSedical  Inspection. 

Table  II  at  the  end  of  the  Report  shows  the  defects 
found  at  the  Inspections.  A  short  review  of  the  facts 
is  here  given. 

Uncleanliness. 

The  children  are  remarkably  free  from  vermin, 
either  on  body  or  in  head.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
services  of  the  Nurses  are  telling  in  that  direction,  so 
that  on  the  Routine  Medical  Inspection  of  the  children, 
very  little  (1.3  per  cent.)  of  this  preventable  condition  is 
met  with. 

Nutrition. 

Only  1.6  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined  could 
he  said  to  he  suffering  from  Malnutrition.  This  was 
found  to  he  associated  with  some  organic  disease  and 
could  not  he  attributed  in  any  sense  to  the  lack  of  food. 
It  was  also  noticed  that  far  fewer  of  the  children  were 
affected  by  enlarged  cervical  glands,  a  condition  often 
brought  about  by  the  lack  of  proper  or  sufficient  food. 
The  general  health  and  nutrition  of  the  children  there¬ 
fore,  may  be  said  to  be  cpiite  satisfactory. 

Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

The  proportion  of  the  children  (15  per  cent.)  suffer¬ 
ing  from  these  affections,  does  not  vary  much  from  that 
in  other  years,  the  only  change  observable  being,  that 
quite  a  number  amongst  the  older  children,  have  had 
these  removed  as  the  result  of  advice  from  us,  either 
privately,  or  at  our  own  Clinic. 

Tuberculosis. 

In  this  district  we  seem  to  be  very  free  from  this 
scourge.  During  the  year  no  case  of  definite  disease 
was  detected  in  the  children  examined  at  the  Routine 
Inspection,  although  two  children  sent  to  the  Clinic 
were  found  to  be  definitely  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  On  the  other  hand,  six  children  are  in 
attendance  at  our  Clinic  for  regular  examination  of  their 
lungs,  whose  condition  at  the  time  of  inspection  sug¬ 
gested  the  possibility  of  such  disease  developing.  They 
are  considered  suspects. 
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Skin  Disease  and  Ear  Diseases. 

Here  again,  our  Clinic  work  tells  its  own  story. 
Three  cases  of  Skin  Disease,  and  nine  of  Ear  Disease 
were  met  with  in  the  course  of  Inspection.  As  soon  as 
these  cases  occur  in  the  schools,  they  are  referred  to  the 
Clinic  by  the  teachers,  and  even  by  their  parents  for 
treatment. 

Vision. 

Hine  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined  this  year, 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  defective  vision. 


Dental  Defects. 

The  general  condition  of  the  children’s  teeth  is  de¬ 
cidedly  better  than  in  former  years.  The  percentage  of 
carious  defects  is  becoming  gradually  lower  year  by 
year.  39  per  cent,  of  the  children^  and  those  mostly  en¬ 
trants,  were  found  to  have  one  or  more  carious  teeth. 

Infectious  Disease — Review  of  the  Action  taken  to  De¬ 
tect  and  Prevent  the  Spread  of  Infectious  Disease. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  has  made  65 
visits  to  the  schools  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of 
making  enquiries  with  regard  to  outbreaks  of  Infectious 
Diseases  or  “carriers”  among  children  attending 
schools.  On  two  of  these  occasions  he  has  been  able  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  Scarlet  Fever  from  unsuspected 
cases  who  were  in  attendance  upon  school. 

Thirteen  swabs  were  taken  from  suspicious  sore 
throats  or  contacts  with  Diphtheria  during  the  year, 
three  of  these  were  found  to  be  positive. 

All  suspicious  cases  of  sore  throat  or  rash,  or  con¬ 
tacts  with  such  infectious  disease,  are  sent  to  the  Clinic 
for  the  inspection  of  the  Medical  Officer,  and  are  there 
certified  as  to  their  condition.  One  case  of  Diphtheria, 
ten  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  seventy-five  cases  of  Chicken- 
pox  amongst  the  very  young  children,  were  detected  and 
notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Following  Up. 

The  defects  found  in  children  at  the  Routine  Medi¬ 
cal  Inspection  are  carefully  put  upon  record,  and  the 
parents  are  informed  of  the  existence  of  such  defects. 
An  opportunity  is  given  to  them  to  have  advice  and  treat¬ 
ment  from  their  own  private  Doctor  if  they  so  prefer. 
After  a  short  interval  of  time,  each  case  is  visited  by  the 
School  Nurse,  and  if  the  defects  have  not  been  remedied 
an  invitation  and  appointment  is  made  for  the  treatment 
of  eye,  teeth  and  tonsil  defects  at  the  School  Clinic. 
Only  on  few  occasions  is  such  a  personal  visit  from  the 
Nurse  met  by  a  refusal  to  have  anything  done,  and  such 
cases  are  becoming  rarer  and  rarer.  No  cases  are  allowed 
to  drift  from  our  care. 

The  Committee  has  been  well  served  during  the  past 
year  by  their  two  School  Nurses. 

For  details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  them,  refer¬ 
ence  may  be  made  to  previous  annual  reports,  where 
they  have  been  fully  described. 

Each  department  of  each  school  has  been  visited  at 
least  four  times  during  the  year,  and  every  child  ex¬ 
amined  for  cleanliness  of  person  and  clothing ;  524  visits 
were  made  to  the  schools,  and  by  this  constant  attention 
we  are  succeeding  in  keeping  the  number  of  verminous 
cases  to  a  low  figure.  84  children  were  excluded  during 
the  year,  and  after  cleansing  returned  to  school  in  an 
average  of  3  days. 

The  Nurses  examined  7,785  girls  and  6,437  boys, 
making  a  total  of  14,222  children  for  the  year. 

As  every  child  is  examined  at  least  three  times  per 
year  and  the  percentage  upon  14,222  examinations  conies 
out  at  .5  per  cent,  verminous,  and  we  also  find  that  the 
verminous  condition  occurs  in  the  same  offenders  again 
and  again,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  percentage  of  ver¬ 
minous  children  in  our  schools  is  not  more  than  1.5  per 
cent.  This  figure  is  borne  out  by  the  percentage  of  1.3 
per  cent,  found  at  the  Routine  Medical  Inspection  hv 
the  Medical  Offi  cer,  a  very  satisfactory  condition  indeed. 

467  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  the  children  by 
the  School  Nurses  in  connection  with  advice  and  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  Clinic.

Medical  Treatment. — Review  of  the  Methods,  employed 
or  available  for  the  Treatment  of  Defects. 

The  Clinic  is  held  at  “  Hainault,”  Lesney  Park 
Road,  each  morning*  at  9.15  o’clock,  where  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  Minor  Ailments  receive  treatment  and  attention 
by  the  School  Nurses.  Special  cases  are  also  examined 
here  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  who  is  in 
legular  attendance.  These  “  Specials  ”  are  generally 
children  who  may  be  in  a  questionable  state  of  health, 
and  whose  parents  are  anxious  to  have  advice  as  to  their 
fitness  to  attend  school,  or  any  recommendations  from 
your  Medical  Officer  as  to  treatment. 

The  Dentist’s  visits  are  on  Tuesday  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock,  and  on  Thursday  morning  at  10  o’clock. 

The  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  visits  the  School  Clinic 
every  alternate  Friday  at  1.30  p.m.  Spectacles  are  sup¬ 
plied  at  a  low  figure  by  arrangements  made  with  a  firm 
of  opticians,  and  where  necessary,  aid  in  purchasing 
them  is  given  by  the  Committee. 


The  operations  for  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  are  under¬ 
taken  as  occasion  requires,  in  a  special  operating  room 
with  rest  ward,  containing  six  beds,  attached. 

The  children  attending  the  School  Clinic  are  those 
referred  by  the  teachers,  brought  by  their  parents,  re¬ 
ferred  from  Routine  Inspection,  or  by  the  School  Attend¬ 
ance  Officers^  and  the  School  Nurses  in  the  course  of  their 
various  duties. 

The  following  table  showrs  the  number  of  children 
who  attended  the  various  departments  of  the  Clinic  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  with  the  number  of  attendances  :  —

Table  IY  shows  the  classification  and  number  of 
children  treated  in  the  Clinic  during*  the  year. 

Under  the  headings  Miscellaneous  and  Minor  In¬ 
juries  are  included  children  with  sore  throats,  bronchial 
attacks,  inflamed  glands,  bruises,  accidental  injuries 
and  other  passing  ailments,  in  which  a  little  advice  and 
directions  for  treatment  are  of  some  service  to  the 
parent. 

Minor  Ailments. 

Inpetigo  and  Scabies  still  bulk  largely  in  our  treat¬ 
ment  of  Skin  Diseases.  The  teachers  are  ever  ready  to 
send  children  to  the  Clinic  who  have  the  least  spot  of 
skin  affection  upon  them.  There  are  very  few  cases  of 
Ringworm  of  the  Head,  only  six  were  treated  by  X-Ray 
at  Guy’s  Hospital. 

Children  with  discharging  ears  are  not  excluded 
from  school  as  long  as  they  attend  the  Clinic  regularly 
for  treatment.  This  mainly  consists  of  cleansing  and 
syringing  the  ears  by  the  School  Nurses,  and  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  a  few  simple  remedies.  Forty-six  children  were 
dealt  with  in  this  manner,  no  operative  treatment  being 
considered  necessary  during  the  year. 

This  year,  there  have  been  75  cases  of  External  Eye 
Disease,  the  chief  of  which  were  39  Conjunctivitis  and 
10  Corneal  Ulcers,  the  most  severe  of  which  are  referred 
for  special  treatment  by  Dr.  Reynolds,  our  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon. 

Tuberculosis. 

Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have  been 
diagnosed  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year,  and  15  children 
suffering  from  cough  and  poor  nutrition,  are  being  kept 
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under  observation  as  suspects  of  this  disease.  As  we  are 
in  close  co-operation  with  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in 
this  district,  many  of  these  cases  are  referred  to  it  for 
confirmation  or  otherwise,  of  our  suspicions  from  time  to 
time. 

Vision.

Tonsils  and  Adenoids.

Dental  Defects. 

Table  IV  (D)  gives  in  detail  the  amount  of  work 
that  has  been  done  at  the  Dental  Clinic,  1,403  children  in 
all  have  received  some  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the 
Dentist.  These  children  are  referred  for  treatment  from 
his  inspection  of  children  6-8  years  of  age,  which  he 
made  in  the  schools  during  the  year,  and  also  from  the 
lists  made  out  from  defectives  found  at  the  Routine  In¬ 
spections  by  the  Medical  Officer.  But  the  greater  pro¬ 
portion  of  these  are  children  who  have  been  sent  by  their 
teachers  or  their  parents  with  some  temporary  tooth 
trouble  demanding  the  attention  of  the  Dentist,  and 
while  we  cannot  refuse  relief  to  these  casual  cases,  our 
main  efforts  are  being  directed  towards  the  care  of  the 
teeth  in  the  youngest  children.  We  have,  however,  still 
some  difficulties  in  overcoming  the  ignorant  prejudices 
of  the  parents  in  dealing  with  the  young  children. 

Open-Air  Education. 

There  are  no  open-air  classrooms.  The  character  of 
the  district,  with  its  scattered  houses,  and  its  schools 
with  abundant  open-air  space,  does  not  demand  the  same 
attention  with  respect  to  fresh  air  as  more  crowded 
districts. 

Physical  Training. 

One  female  special  Instructor,  trained  on  the  latest 
lines,  visits  the  schools  in  rotation,  for  this  purpose, 
among  the  girls  and  infants.  Most  of  the  teachers  on 
the  Staff  have  received  a  course  of  lessons  in  this  sub¬ 
ject,  and  are  engaged  in  training  the  children.

Provision  of  Meals. 

There  has  been,  and  still  is,  an  abnormally  large 
number  of  men  out  of  work,  due  to  depression  in  the 
engineering  trades,  and  these  consequently  are  nearly 
all  in  receipt  of  Poor  Law  Kelief  and  Unemployment 
Allowance. 

The  Committee  decided  that  they  could  not  feed 
children  whose  parents  were  being  dealt  with  by  the 
Guardians,  unless  there  were  more  than  4  attending 
school,  and  then  only  the  fifth  and  onward  were  fed. 
Only  five  children  have  been  in  receipt  of  free  meals  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.

School  Baths. 

There  are  no  school  baths,  but  swimming  is  taught 
to  nearly  all  the  senior  children  at  the  Public  Baths,  and 
with  considerable  success,  for  245  children  passed  a 
qualifying  test  and  received  certificates  during  the  past 
year.  This  brings  the  total  of  children  who  have  gained 
these  certificates  up  to  2,082.  In  connection  with  this 
also,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  lately  14  boys  have 
passed  the  Elementary  examination,  11  the  Proficiency 
examination,  and  4  gained  the  Bronze  Medallion  of  the 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society. 


Co-operation  of  Parents,  Teachers,  Etc. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Head  Teachers,  in  the-  Rou¬ 
tine  Inspection  Examinations,  leaves  nothing  to  be  de¬ 
sired.  They  are  always  ready  to  co-operate  and  accom¬ 
modate  on  every  occasion.  Their  assistance  in  this 
matter  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Medical  Officer  and 
his  Staff  Aor  does  the  interest  of  the  parents  in  the 
welfare  of  their  children  lessen  in  any  degree.  I  think  I 
may  say  with  the  exception  of  very  few,  they  appreciate 
the  object  of  the  work  and  all  that  is  beings  done  for  the 
welfare  of  tlieir  children.  798  parents  attended  at  the 
Routine  Inspections  in  the  following  proportion,  64  per 
cent,  with  the  younger  children,  40  per  cent,  with  the 
8  year  olds,  29  per  cent,  with  the  11  year  olds,  and  20 
per  cent,  with  the  13  year  olds. 
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Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  and  Epileptic  Children. 

Table  III  at  the  end  of  the  Report  will  show  how 
many  children  fall  within  this  category,  the  information 
having  been  obtained  from  the  records  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  and  from  a  circular  addressed  to  the  Head  Teachers 
at  the  various  schools. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  a  special  survey  was  made 
of  all  the  M.D.  children  of  school  age  in  the  district. 
45  children  were  examined  and  divided  into  two  classes, 
viz.  :  26  children  educable  and  19  children  non-educable. 
Of  the  latter  class  there  were  7  children  who  were  imbe¬ 
ciles  and  quite  incapable  of  attending  the  Public  Ele¬ 
mentary  School.

We  have  no  Special  Schools  under  the  Authority  in 
this  district,  and  deal  with  such  cases  when  they  arise 
by  sending  them  to  Institutions  suitable  to  their  require¬ 
ments.
